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REPORT  OF  THE 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


This  is  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  and 
covers  the  Fiscal  Year  which  ended  cn  the  31st  March,  1949. 

Financial  Statements,  together  with  Appendices,  covering 
operations  during  the  year  are  incorporated  herein. 

Revenue  derived  from  trading  activities  amounted  to 
$10,383,800.40,  and  from  License  Fees  $686,774.86.  Total  net 
Revenue  was  $1  1,045,256.85. 

The  sale  of  Permits  realized  $153,41  1.25,  but  this  amount 
does  not  appear  on  the  Financial  Statements  of  the  Board,  as 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  142  of  the  Liquor 
Control  Act,  it  was  paid  direct  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  as 
part  of  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  Province. 


LICENSES 

Five  Breweries  received  Licenses,  and  during  the  year 
their  premises  were  subjected  to  close  and  frequent  inspections 
by  Dr.  J.  A.  Kelso,  the  Provincial  Analyst.  Important  expenditures 
were  made  in  order  to  ensure  that  their  products  met  the  high 
standard  required  by  the  Board,  and  also  the  approval  of  the 
purchasing  public. 

During  the  Calendar  Year  which  ended  31st  December, 
1948,  the  Board  issued  446  Beer  Licenses  with  respect  to  Hotel 
properties.  The  actual  number  of  Hotels  operating  under  License 
was  392,  so  that  there  was  again  a  heavy  turn-over  and  54  new 
Licenses  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Two  Licensed  Hotels  were  destroyed  by  fire.  These  were 
located  at  Mirror  and  Redwater.  Happily  there  was  no  loss  of 
life  in  either  case,  but  the  destructicn  of  the  buildings  will  serve 
as  a  grim  reminder  to  all  other  Licensees  that  they  must  be  on 
their  guard  at  all  times,  not  only  with  respect  to  their  own 
property,  but  also  what  is  more  important,  in  the  interests  of 
their  registered  guests. 

Two  Licenses  were  cancelled,  one  owing  to  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  manner  in  which  the  premises  were  being  conducted,  and 
the  other  because  the  Licensee  had  deserted  the  premises  by 
turning  them  over  to  other  parties  without  the  consent  cf  the 
Board. 

Four  Licenses  were  suspended,  two  owing  to  unsatisfactory 
conduct  of  the  premises,  and  the  other  two  on  account  of  sales 
of  Beer  made  during  prohibited  hours. 
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The  great  majority  cf  Licensees,  however,  have  not  only 
conducted  their  premises  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  but  have 
made  very  substantial  improvements  in  their  accommodations 
and  furnishings.  There  is  still  a  lot  to  be  done  before  all  the 
planned  renovations  are  completed,  but  the  programme  of  the 
Board  is  progressive  and  improvements  will  continue  to  be  de¬ 
manded  wherever  these  are  justified. 

The  Board  acknowledges,  with  deep  appreciation,  the  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance  at  all  times  of  the  Officials  and  Officers 
of  the  Alberta  Hotel  Association. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  sixty-two  Clubs,  including  Golf 
and  Country  Clubs,  during  the  year,  and  it  was  unfortunately 
necessary  to  discipline  two  of  these  by  way  cf  suspension  of 
License,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  conduct  cf  the  Club  premises. 

Twenty-four  Canteens,  operating  under  the  control  of  the 
Armed  Forces  of  the  Crown,  were  licensed,  and  the  premises  were 
conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

A  statement  showing  Licenses  issued  and  Penalties  Imposed 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  "A". 


FLAVOURING  EXTRACTS  AND  ESSENCES  (ALCOHOLIC) 

Licenses  were  issued  to  1,736  Retailers,  authorizing  them 
to  keep  for  sale  and  to  sell  Alcoholic  Flavouring  Extracts  and 
Essences  in  containers  not  larger  than  five  ounces.  No  abuses 
of  the  privilege  were  reported  and  the  Board  did  not  find  it 
necessary  to  suspend  or  withdraw  any  of  the  Licenses. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  Liquor  Control 
Act  has  been  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Officers  of  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  and  those  of  the  City  and  Municipal 
Police  Forces  throughout  the  Province,  and  to  them  the  Board 
extends  its  grateful  thanks  and  appreciation. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  Board  and  the  Alberta  Breweries  together  paid  to 
the  Dominion  Government  approximately  $9,224,000.00  by  way  cf 
Customs  and  Excise  Duty,  Malt  and  Sales  Tax  on  products  sold 
through  the  Government  Liquor  Stores. 

During  the  Fiscal  Year  595  Orders  of  Interdiction  were 
recorded,  and  435  Orders  were  revoked  or  became  void,  leaving 
1,292  in  effect  as  at  the  31st  March,  1949. 

Individual  Permits  to  the  number  of  432,  of  which  number 
310  were  held  by  persons  who  were  Interdicted,  were  cancelled 
during  the  Calendar  Year  ended  31st  December,  1948. 

Cash  and  Trade  discounts  amounting  to  $26,692.69  were 
obtained  by  the  Board,  and  these  figures  appear  in  the  Financial 
Statements. 
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Vendors  at  Government  Liquor  Stores  filled  131  Prescrip¬ 
tions  issued  by  Medical  Practitioners. 

The  number  of  Individual  Sales  to  Permittees  totalled 
3,595,481,  at  an  average  of  $5.85  for  each  sale. 

Licensee  customers  made  44,454  purchases  of  Beer  at 
Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses. 

Shipments  by  Express  to  Permittees  at  points  at  which 
there  is  not  a  Government  Liquor  Store,  but  where  an  Express 
Agent  has  an  Office,  totalled  18,372,  in  addition  to  which  1,200 
parcels  were  sent  by  mail  to  points  at  which  an  Express  Agent 
is  not  located. 

In  excess  of  5,000  Entries  and  Clearances  were  made  by 
our  Staff  through  the  Customs  and  Excise  Bonds  during  the  year. 

Approximately  1  1,729,000  Gallons  of  Beer  were  sold  through 
the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  during  the  Fiscal 
Year,  and  of  this  quantity  approximately  1  1,645,000  Gallons 
were  manufactured  within  the  Province.
